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Russia's Big 
Claims In 
Estonia 


N official announcement in 


Moscow last night, quoted by 
Reuter, stated that thirty 
thousand Germans were killed 
and nearly 16,000 taken 
prisoner in the first nine 

of the Réd Army’s offensive 
against the German north 
group in Estonia and Latvia. 


In the same period (September 17th 
to 26th) troops of Marshal 
Govorov’s Leningrad front 
captured or destroyed 
tanks and self-prope 
593 guns of various calibres, 
755 mortars, 1,618 machine- 
guns, 2,176 lorries — half of 
them laden with supplies—and 
250 ammunition dumps. 


‘Other captured material included 
76 aircraft, 20,000 tommy-guns and 
rifles. 49 vessels, 57 armoured 
carriers. 29 military trains, 2,230 
railway trucks and 98 locomotives. 

According to the German com- 
mentator,. Colonel Von Hammer, 
fighting on the Rumano-Hungarian 
border extends for 90-miles between 
the Transylvanian. rail hubs of 
Temiscara and Oradea Mare. Just 
across the border, said Von 
Hammer. a Hungarian tank force 
had retaken Sarkad, 35 miles 
south - west of Oradea Mare. 
Another Berlin report said that 
fighting developed in Serbia after 
Soviet troops had spanned the 
Nanube near the narrow defile of 
the “Iron Gates.” The Germans 
claimed to have “broken Soviet 
resistance ” in this area, and to have 
retaken the Serbian town of 
Palanka, 15 miles south of the 
crossing point. The same source 


_asserted that, over 200 miles to the 


South. German forces had wrested 
Strumitza, 18 miles west of the Bul- 
garian frontier, from “ Bulgarian 
forces and Communist bands.” 


FIGHT FOR-RIGA 


Cabling from Moscow last night, 
Reuter’s special correspondent said: 
The battle for Riga has entered its last 
but most difficult phase. Resistance 
is becoming increasingly fierce now 
that the Russians have entered the 
zone of dense forests and swamps 
stretching to the very oytskirts of 
the city and hampering the move- 
ment of the heavier, Soviet equip- 
ment. ‘ 

The same correspondent gave this 
account of the fighting on the 
Polish-Czechoslovakia frontier: 
“The Russians are- picking their 
way down the slopes of the Car- 
pathians, 40 miles north of the 
Ruthenian town of §Uzhorod 
(Ungvar). There are still a good 25 
miles of rough country ahead— 
thickly sown with mines—before 
they emerge into anything like open 
country.” 


Italy May Join Allies 


Soon 


According to well-informed, but 
unofficial, sources here, President 
Roosevelt will soon announce that 
Italy has entered the war as a full 
partner on the side of the Allies 
with the sending of Italian forces 
against Japan, a Reuter telegram 
from Washington stated last night. 

Such a move, which, it is said, 
would not be of overwhelming 
military importance, would put 
Italy on the same basis as any 
other of the United Nations, and 
might give her the right to certain 
post-war territorial demands against 
the Axis nations.—(Reuter.)

The President said that the Ger- 
man mark was being set at 10 cents, 
or sixpence in English money. 

The eight points were set out in a 
letter to Mr. Leo Crowley, head of 
the Foreign Economic Administra- 
tion, outlining “major © policies 
which should be put into effect by 
the Foreign Economic Administra- 
tion within the scope of its present 
functions and responsibility when 
the military resistance of Germany 
is overcome.” 

The President said that this out- 
line had the approval of the State, 
War and Treasury Departments. 

The letter directed that Lease- 
lend be continued after the 
collapse of Germany in whatever 
degree was necessary to wind up the 
war. The Administration should 
work for the reconstruction and re- 
conversion of industry “on a basis 
of mutual Allied understanding.” 

The letter called for international 
post-war trade “on as full and free 
a basis as possible, not only as a 
sound economic foundation for a 
future peace, but in order that we 
may have fuller production and 
employment at home.” 

Of the control of the war-making 
power of Germany the letter said: 
“You have been making studies 
from an economic standpoint of 
what should be done after the 
surrender of Germany to control its 
power and capacity to make war in 
future.” 


UNTRUE REPORTS 


The President declined to com- 
ment on reports that there had been 
a major Cabinet split on the ques- 
tion of what to do with Germany. 
He said that the reports were 
essentially untrue in the basic facts, 
and there was a large amount of 
confusion on the question. of 
Germany’s future. 

He said that he had not set any 
date for victory in Europe, and he 
was not going to try. 

President Roosevelt also announced 
that there might be an announce- 
ment this week-end that Mayor La 
Guardia, of New York, would be 
appointed as head of the Allied 
Commission in Italy.

As their position grew steadily 
more hopeless before the Allies’ 
land advance and the constant 
blows from the air, the German 
gunners had intensified _ their 
bombardment of the English shore. 
Calais was silent last night, with 
a 24 hours’ truce, which began at 
noon - yesterday, to permit the 
evacuation of some 20,000 civilians. 
Most of the Calais guns are in 
Allied hands; and, although it is 
not certain, it appears unlikely, 
says a Reuter correspondent, that 
there are any batteries left along 
this stretch of coast which can assail 
the South of England. 

The roads leading out of Calais 
were crowded last night with 
civilians trekking away from their 
homes. 

There is no truth in the rumour} 
that Lieutenant-General Browning, 
Deputy Commander of the Ist 
Allied Airborne Army, has been 
captured by the ermans at 
Arnhem.

POLISH PROBLEM 


Referring to the Polish problem, 
Mr. Eden said that in 1941 they 
had reached a happy moment which 
they never since had been able to 
get back to, where they managed to 
help to secure a Polish-Soviet agree- 
ment, signed in London. Events 
had given a short life to that agree- 
ment, but he could assure the 
House that their efforts had been 
unremitting, to build upon the 
foundation they laid then.

ARNHEM WITHDRAWAL 


By Our MILITARY CORRESPONDENT 


HE withdrawal of the airborne 
troops from the Arnhem area 
constitutes the first serious reverse 
sustained Be the Allies since the 
inception of the Western campaign. | 
ue the numbers ‘involved 
were ~ , the obtcomé of a suc~ 
cessful stand contained such possi- 
bilities that the withdrawal must be 
as a German achievement. 
his brings into review both the 
strategical and tactical value of the 
employment of airborne troops on 
such a mission. 

Strategically, the conception of 
their employment “was sound. 
Reverting to Napoleonic doctrine, a 
thrust was aimed at the hinge of 
the German line, the point most 
likely to achieve disruption should 
penetration take place. 

Tactically, the nature of the 
mission and the area of operation 
showed a more _ imaginative 
approach to the conception of the 
employment of airborne troops than 
has hitherto been the case. As dis- 
tinct from the operations in Nor- 
mandy, the distance of the Arnhem 
area from the British 2nd Army 
front indicated clearly the intentions 
to maintain the airborne troops as 
an independent force, supplied 
wholly from the air until such time 
as contact could be established by 
what might easily be a slow and 
arduous approach across the 
numerous water barriers intervening 
between the two forces. 

As events turned out the land 
forces were enabled to force a 
spearhead through as far as Nij- 
megen at surprising speed, this 
move being greatly facilitated by 
the paratroop operations in the 
Eindhoven and Tilburg areas. On

policy. Ireland, being neutral, 
has not the appalling preoccupa- 
tions of the belligerent States; 
yet it is significant that, while the 
British are looking far ahead and 
keeping their people abreast of 
their plans by means of a series 
of the most admirably prepared 
White Papers, the people of 
lreland are being kept almost 
entirely in the dark. There are 
low whispers of comprehensive 
schemes, lying doubtless in the 
bureaucratic pigeon-holes; but 
those who venture to seek for 
more detailed information are 
told that little boys must not be 
inquisitive, and_that, in the phrase: 
of the old.. Thespian, “it will 
be all right on the night.” Will 
it? We sincerely hope so; but 
we confess that we have our 
doubts. ' The basic problem of 
this country’s future—namely, its 
post-war relationships immediately 
with the British Commonwealth, 
and eventually with the rest of the 
English-speaking world—remains 
unsolved and, so far as the mass 


“of the public knows, even un- 


tackled. In these circumstances, the 
majority of our domestic planners 
continue to bombinate 
in vacuo. 

As we think, if for the moment 
we ignore the major issue of 
Eire’s political status vis-d-vis the 
Commonwealth, by far the most 
important problem of the post- 
war period will be that of the 
country’s external trade. Ireland 
is, and’ will remain, an essentially 
agricultural country. No matter 
how cleverly the Government 
may tinker with industries, 
nothing can prosper until the 
welfare of the farmers shall have 
been assured. So far, Fianna 
Fail has little reason to be proud 
of its agricultural policy, either 
internally or in respect of the 
export trade. There was a time 
when this was one of the 
greatest pig-producing countries 
in Europe—when, indeed, the 
but lucrative, porker 
was regarded almost as a 
symbol of Irish economy. Yet 
to-day a pound of bacon is 
even more difficult to obtain than 
a pound of butter, and although 
eggs are fairly plentiful they are 
absurdly dear. If our own people 
cannot be supplied with these and 
other essential foodstuffs, how will 
it be possible to resume exports 
on a scale sufficiently large to 
enable the people to recover their 
pre-war standards of living? The 
Minister for Agriculture has 
expressed his contempt for 
exports, and he told the Dail a 
few days ago that he was not 
Satisfied “that in the presént 
circumstances any useful purpose 
would be served by initiating 
be| negotiations or inquiries in respect 
of export trade in agricultural 
produce in the post-war period.” 
Dr. Ryan's most notable contribu- 
tion to the national economy 
hitherto has been his wholesale 
slaughter of the calyes some years 
back; and, possibly, it is unfair 
to take his obiter dicta too 
seriously. If Ireland does not 
export after the war, her people 
will drop back into the conditions 
that existed in this island during 
the seventeenth century. Does Dr. 
Ryan realise that during recent 
years Ireland has been exporting 


the most valuable of all assets— 


her young men and women? 
Unless they can be brought home, 
and assured of a _ reasonably 
livelihood, more than

over the fields of Northern Italy, 
to drink its wine, and to buy its 
postage stamps. Ever since the 
fourth century, the people of San 
Marino—who now number 13,000 
—have been autonomous; behind 
their narrow frontiers Garibaldi 
sought and found refuge, and 
even Napoleon respected their 
independence. The existence of a 
State of about one tenth of the 
area of Co. Dublin in the very 
heart of a Great Power is one of 
the curiosities of modern political 
geography. Yet San Marino is 
not the only one of these mighty 
atoms. Philatelists are probably 
the only laymen who could name 
the others—Andorra, Monaco, 
Liechtenstein, and the Vatican 
City. The last-named is by far 
the smallest in size, thoygh 
likewise the greatest in influence. 
Monaco, only about a fifth of the 
size of San Marino, is best known 
as the State to which the 
famous Casino of Monte Carlo 
belongs. Liechtenstein is almost a 
part of Switzerland; Andorra, 
which has only 5,000 inhabitants, 
is isolated in the Pyrenees between 
France and Spain. One is pleased, 
in some irrational way, by the 
survival of the minute States, 
with their large, flamboyant 
postage-stamps and their almost 
Gilbertian armies. Perhaps, they 
represent the continued existence 
of. the individual against the 
Tmight of machine:made civilisa~ 
tion. They show that even the 
small, the powerless, the quaint, 
and the unplanned can retain a 
place in the world.
